Xisv York, Nov. 25. — At Piedras 
Negras, Mexico, eight months ago, R. 
J. llcCrockcr, W. N. Munroe and 
others, jointly holding perfected titles 
to the land, conveyed to the Southern 
Pacific Railroad 200,000 acres of coal 
land in the valley of Sabiuas, Mexico. 
No sooner had the road obtained pos- 
session of the lands then they com- 
menced improving the place, and built 
e'even miles of road to connect the I. 
and I. M. Railroad with the mines. 
Machinery was put in anil improve- 
ments of all kinds made, including the 
building of houses for the miners. Un- 
der American management the mines 
were putting out about seventy live 
tons of coal per day, and everything 
was working smoothly. A few weeks 
since Milmo, a hanker, began suit on 
behalf of bis wife for these lands, anil 
yesterday the District Court of Zura- 
goza, represented by a deputy in the 
absence of a regular Judge, decreed 
that the present owners mid operators 
of the mines should vaca e i he premis- 
es, taking away all improvements 
within three days. The same length of 
time was given to the miners to leave 
their homes, find a force of military 
was put in charge. By this act, the 
Southern Pacific Kail way is deprived 
of propesty valued fairly at §1,509,000. 
Milmo has not yet put in possession, 
but will be probably in a few days. Th 
Sabinas coal is of good quality. The 
vein averages eight, feet in thickness, 
is practically inexhaustable, and in 
the few months the Southern Pacific 
Railroad had operated it. they had 
probably taken out '2.00 ear loads, ami 
gave employment to 100 men. Out- 
rages on Americana are frequent in 
this section. But this is the firm time 
they have been knocked out to the 
tunc of over 81,000,000.

San I'ltANCisco, Dec. i. — 'I'he must 
severe wind storm of the year has pro- 
vailed since 5 o'clock yesterday after- 
noon, and though somewhat abated al 
10 o'clock to-ni^hl it. is still blowing 
furiously. The city was turned topsr 
turvy last night. Hundreds of signs 
were blown down, the tin rooting of 
several buildings was lorn off, and 
many windows and fences were wreck- 
ed. Nobody was seriously hurt, and thu 
damage is so scattering and divided 
that it may beset down as nothing, 
The storm, following a long dry season, 
found the streets very dusty, and the ef- 
fect can be easily imagined by those 
who have witnessed similar tempests 
here. The air has been piled with Hy- 
ing refuse, varying in size from a cob- 
blestone to a grain of sand, and it has 
almost, been worth one's life to venture 
forth. In the western pari of the city 
sand completely buried the street rail- 
ways, and trallic on Geary, California, 

Union ami ol her streets has been vex- 
utiously interrupted. In the middle of 
town dust has been flying like snow, 
and this, with tin, piercing cold, has 
made the day one of intense discom- 
fort. 

DA M AG K To SHI PHI NU. 

On the bav the storm raged liercely, 
and the damage has been considerable. 
The only disaster was the sinking of n 
boat belonging to t he telegraph com - 
puny, used in laying cables. Il ventured 
out to repair a break between Oakland 
and (lout Island this morning and was 
swamped, directly in the track of the 
Oakland forties. Its mast rises above 
the water, ami when the storm subsides 
it can be eaisly raised. All the ships 
in the harbor have been dragging their 
anchors al 1 day, and tugs have been 
busily engaged in keeping them oil' the 
shore. Thirteen vessels in till drifted 
on the flats, but all have been gotten 
safely off. The only serious case was 
that of the British ship O'Brien, which 
got foul of old piles just below Meiggs' 
wharf, and the ch| J.ain hud to pay 
§5000 to be pulled into safe water. 

A NOT HE II ACCOUNT. 

Han Francisco, Dec. 7. — A terrific 
norther coin men ceil blowing at mid- 
night, and has continued all day. It is 
the most violent ever experienced here, 
Passengers Oil ferry bouts were sea 
sick. Street signs were blown down, 
and windows blown in. Several vessels 
broke from their moorings and washed j 
ashore, and many cithers were seriously j *' 
damaged. The American ship O'Brien 
jot into such a dangerous position I hai 
lown ! the captain paid a strain tug §5000 to 
some tow him to a safe anchorage. Two sec- 
tions of the seawall were smashed in, 
and the breakwater at the foot of 
Oreon street was completely washed 
away. It is impossible to estimate 
damages. No casualties are reported 
outside, 

SNOW AT BAKERSFIEr.P. 
Reports from the interior show that 
a cold windstorm prevailed generally 
throughout the state. At Hanford. in 
the San doaquin valley, there was a 
light fall of snow, and at Balferslield, 
further south, three inches of snow 
fell. This is unprecsdented in that sec- 
tion of the state.

THE MALARIAL ADVOCATE. 

Lt is onu of the trials of life that those 
who aim to do good uru of ton accused of 
selfish motives. The advocates of town 
purification do not wish to uose us philan- 
thropists, nor as martyrs, but it dues 
aooiii it little hard that our esteemed iauru- 
ino contemporary can sue no pure motives 
in the advocacy of improved city drain- 
age. The subject itself being such a mal- 
odorous one may account for this. We 
would, no doubt, feel sorely wounded 
from the arrows of reproof dung at us by 
our 0. c. were they not so blunt; so we 
fail to discover any point in the strictures 
of yesterday morning. It is a matter of 
conscience, with our contemporary to com- 
bat any and every measure proposed by 
others, and as he never advanced it pro- 
gressive idea of Ins own, his usefulness 
may be termed n negative one. The sub- 
stance of yesterday's remarks was that 
the object of 77ie Colonist "every day 
harping upon the sewerage question" is 
to "saddle" the public with a debt of 
$800,000. lt is hard to see what pleasure 
we would have iu saddling the public with 
a large debt seeing that we are part of 
the "public" ourselves- -unless there was 
some urgent necessity for it. That there 
is a necessity for an improved method uf 
draining this city the experience of the 
past summer and autumn has proved. 
Our object is to urge the citizens to pro- 
vide against a repetition of this year's 
epidemic of sickness by furnishing Vic- 
toria with such a system of sewerage as 
its increased si/.e and population do 
maml. Wo do not insist that §800,000 
Bhrmltl be spent on the work; we merely 
suggest that that amount may be required, 
lint if the city can bo properly drained 
for less we will welcome the fact, in com 
inon with other taxpayers, while if that 
tiguro is needed we would say, borrow 
enough to do the work well. Our con- 
temporary pays a poor tribute to our 
voting public when he implies that they 
are in danger of being "saddled" with a 
debt advocated by The Colonist. He seems 
to forget that no loan could be effected 
until after the matter had been submitted 
to til c people U !;.■ voted upon. And an 
to our endeavoring to insure the election 
of a mayor and council pledged to carry 
out thu scheme, we can only say that 
there is not a possible candidate for those 
positions who is not in favor of inipn ved 
drainage; the extent of the expenditure 
would, however, in any ease, be de- 
termined by t lie taxpayers, and the warn- 
ing of our contemporary is premature.

In- 
serted streets, empty houses, unoccupied 
■wharves; steamboats idle; real estate un- 
saleable; business stagnant; immigration 
dead; valuable citizens leaving the province

How different the picture now. Every 
house occupied; streets and wharves pre- 
senting scenes of activity to which under 
the late regime they were strangers: steam- 
ers arriving and leaving port daily; Victoria 
the practical terminus of one transconti- 
nental line and shortly to be the terminus 
of another; real estate trebled in value; 
solid improvements on every street; crowds 
of tiumigrtints entering upon and enjoying 
public lands which were formerly locked up 
mid which Wel'o rescued from solitude by 
the Settlement Hill. And thou as to the 

drydock: The country has I u relieved uf 

nn elephant whose appetite w as so tremend- 
ous that it would soon bave devoured tin- 
whole scanty revenue of the province. 
The Settlement bull has conferred many 
and great benefits on the country; buttle: 
greatest of all benefits was that which re 
lioved the provincial treasury of the task of 
building ami maintaining the Esquimau 
drydock. 

INDIA, 

Yesterday's dispatches datailed the re- 
ception of Lord Dufferin at Bombay by 
the EiiBt Indians. He was enthusiastically 
greeted by thii populace; but there is 
enough disaffection among the natire 
chiefs to cause great uneasiness. The 
native press is full of the bitterest de- 
nunciations of tlfe whole English people, 
and emissaries, it is supposed, of Russia, 
are actively stirring up discontent. The 
officers stationed in India feul the danger 
and have petitioned the English govern- 
ment to provide forts of refuge for the 
protection of Women and children, should 
thero bo an outbreak. The tragedy of 
J 857 is not forgotten. The well of Cawn- 
poro, tho butchery of Europeans, the 
siege of Lueknow, are pictures still vivid 
in tho memory. On the other hand, tho 
enthusiastic reception accorded to the 
Marquis of llipon on his farewell tour 
shows a pleasing exhibition of loyalty. 
The Maharajah Scindia, of Gwalior, the 
Maharajahs of Jeypore and Bhurtpore, 
Rajahs of Ulwar and Dholpore, and many 
leH3er chiefs are most devoted in thoir 
loyalty. On Sunday two monster meet- 
ings of natives were held in liombay, 
one at the Town Hall and an overflow 
meeting held nut side, attended by 20,000 
persons, at which resolutions were adopted 
to present an address to the retiring vice- 
roy, and 00,000 rupees (§30,000) wero 
subscribed to found an industrial institu- 
tion as a memorial to the marquis. The 
explanation is simple. The native princes 
who have been brought into intimate as* 
•nidations with the Europeans are friendly 
yal; but those who have felt the

Bernard during his visit here.. It will be 
remembered that certain dllliculties hav 
ing arisen between the Bishop of Tournai 
and Canon Bernard, the latter madcoll 
with the contents of a sate, amounting, in 
bonds and securities to some milln us of 
dollars. Negotiations passed between 
Canon Bernard and Mr. II. A . S. liood- 
hue, of this city, for their surrender, and 
tho latter was subaequeetly arrested at 
Brussels. Then followod a lengthy litiga- 
tion as to the proprietorship of these so 
curities between the Belgian government, 
tho present Bishop Ilosseau and (he ex 
Bishop, Mgr. Duinont . The defendants 
declare that they are perfectly ignorant of 
tho fact, of ('aeon Bernard's ever having 
deposited any bonds or securities here.

Whitewater, Wis., Dec. 8. —Four 
years ago Hoxan family removed to this 
place from Koshkonong, six miles distant. 
One year afterward the mother died sud- 
denly, in great agony. The physician 
said tho symptoms woio Lunao ol poi- 
soning, but no legal investigation was 
had. Six months later the father died in 
the same way, and at the end of another 
year the first daughter breathed her last. 
Although detectives worked on the case 
for weeks, the crime could be fastened on 
no one. Now Ann, the last daughter, is 
dead. Physicians pronounced it strych- 
nine poisoning, end the girl's stomach 
has been sent to Milwaukee for chemical 
analysis. It is believed some one has 
been poisoning the family for years. 
a nautili I. K SEQUEL. 
Cuicauo, Dec. 8. — A telegram from

Her own 
death was brought about by fear of ex- 
posure, through analysis of her sister's 
stomach. Nettie was a school teacher, 
and has two sisters still living at Port 
Atkinson.

ARCTIC KX 1.m7o R AT IONS. 
An Argument Favoring the Costs and Hard- 
ships of Arctic Travol. 



Is Arctic exploration worth its cost? 
writes J. E. Nourso in tho Century for 
October. A full affirmative answer 
could bo made to this inquiry; its out- 
lines only can bo laid down with an 
open letter. Tho reply may run coun- 
ter to a widely-entertained feeling, yet 
it is justified "by history, and is duo to 
the interests <>t' science. Sympathy 
With tho losses sustained by the De 
1 - c> 1 1 <jf and Greeley expeditions is sin- 
cere, dee]), and widespread. But sym- 
pathy with the suilerers and with 
the bereaved, can not dint tho 
value of the results secured by 
the sufferings of the lost and the 
living. Their work is a compensation 
for al least something of the severe sac- 
rifices made, and history shows that the 
well-being of a man lias ever been and 
will be advanced by sacrifice. 

To meet the inquiry fairly is to recall 
the true objects and gains of Arctic ex- 
ploration. Its history, like that of oth- 
er experimental progress, begins with 
a single object which, in the logic of 
events, evolves other and far more im- 
portant issues. Its gains have been 
made with a remarkably small loss of 
life, for the whole number of deaths 
occurring in all the Arctic expeditions 
from the year 1811) to is7. r > was but 1 
7-10 per cent, of officers and crews, 
while in carrying on the work of tho 
fourteen meteorological stations of tho 
past two year.-, bill two deaths have oc- 
curred outside of Greely's party of La- 
dy Franklin bay. With the sufferings 
of Greely's men ooforo iho-ir minds, 
people are heard to exclaim: "Four 
miles nearer the pole. Is this worth 
nineteen lives?'' Forgetting the true 
objects of Arctic exploration, they 
lose sight of all but the polar problem 
alone, and they deal even inconsider- 
ately with this, the origin of more im- 
portant issues. 

The first point in the inquiry here is 
to recall the fact that the search for 
the polo itself was begun, three centur- 
ies ago, in no motives of mere curiosity 
or even of theory. The impulse was of 
tho most practical character — to find a 
new commercial route from Northern 
Europe to Asia. Columbus and De 
Gama had opened up the world East 
and West, but seemingly only for the 
two nations, Spain and Portugal, these 
two powers promptly setting up for 
themselves the exclusive right, not only 
to the new lands found and to lie found, 
• mn iw „uc uiingaiiou ui mo great 
oceans'. As they were then unable to 
maintain their claim by force of arms. 
Northern Europo soon set about the 
search for a safer and shorter route to 
the rich lands of Asia. 

Thu history need not be traced in 
full. It began with U'c voyage of old 
Cabot-in U'.I7, and was closed only in 
1847 with the discovery of the passage 
by the drifting and crushed snips of 
Franklin. The northwest pas age will 
not be pursued. Sir Allen Young's 
latest disappointment in the Pandora 
(1870) closed the question even for tho 
curious. Tortuous and shallow chan- 
nels, if found, could, indeed, oiler no 
advantages except for the small ex- 
changes carried on by whalers. Nor is 
it likely that for years to come national 
aid will be given for further attempts 

to push through any I' the supposed 

gateways to a theoretical "open polar 
sea," found by Coldwey, Payer, Hall, 
Nares, Do Long, Liny, and Lockwood, 
to be scaled up In the paleocristic 
masses. 

Have, then, tho labors, exposures and 

Eatient durance of Arctic exploration 
ecu profitless and discouraging to fu- 
ture effort? By no means. They have 
teemed with incidental results in value 
immeasurably greater than could have 
been gained from success in their lirst 
object. They are a record of extensive 
geographical discoveries, of large addi- 
tion to scion ti lie knowledge, of mater- 
ial gains for navigation, commerce, 
and industry, and of moral lessons 
taught by these examples of heroism. 
It is something to learn the true boun- 
daries of the land and water surfaces 
of tho globe on which we live: it is yet 
more to have eliminated from the 
human attack the absolutely uncon- 
querable of nature's forces. Lock- 
wood's latest daring advance has again 
k done much in both of these directions. 
Ajxue estimate of what Arctic ex- 
ploration has gained will, in part, be 
reached by a comparison of the knowl- 
edge of our own continent half a cen- 
tury ago, with thai shown on the 
schoolboy's map of to-day. The maps 
of 182/i' exhibited for our no (hern 
coast-line, Ball'm's hay only on tho 
east and westward, dots only for tho 
mouths of tin; Mackenzie and Hearno 
rivers, lip to the icy Cape of Cook, 
and thi! Behring sea, all winch was 
then known except the n w sweep of 
Parry's voyage in the far North. Tho 
charts of to-day accurately delineate 
the zone of land and the coast-lines 
within the GOth and 180th degrees of 
west longitude up to Cape Parry, lati- 
tude 71 degrees 28 minutes, a region 
now largely frequented by the trader. 
To these, add I he explorations in the 
Eastern Hemisphere by the Russians, 
Danes, Austrian.-.. Dutch, and Swedes, 
crowned by fin; circumnavigation, lirst 
in the world's history, of Northern 
Asia. And aow Lockwood has extend- 
ed the line of Northe rn Greenland. 

Again, no Arctic expedition has been 
fruitless, of commercial and scientific 
gains. Cabot failed to (ind the passage, 
but, he established the claims of our in- 
heritance of English liberty and law. 
The first attempt to lind the passage by 
liie northeast brought from the ill-fated 
Willoughby news like that from our De 
Long: 

Tit; with his hapless crow, 
Each full at Ills several task, 
Froze into statues, 

But Willoughby's second ship made 
the discovery of Russia's wealth — "a 
new Indies"— for England the begin- 
ning of maritime commerce on the 
north. Among tho direct or indirect, 
caius of this kind for us have been tho 



wnaiing-grouncts oi tno northeast ana 
tho fisheries of Behring strait, a region 
rendered safe by the voyage and charts 
of tho Vincennes, tho explorations of 
the coast survey, and latest by the Cor- 
win and signal service. Alaska is now 
attracting immigration, but its shores 
seemed forbidding in the extreme be- 
fore the surveys of Rodgers and the 
trial observations of Dall and others 
were charted for the guidance of tho 
mariner. The increasing returns to 
the Government and to tho merchant 
from tho fur seal and the otter have 
shown the wisdom of tho purchase. 

Still higher results are associated 
with the hydrography of tho great 
oceans; tho observationsfneeded for the 
further knowledge of tho laws govern- 
ing the origin and the course of storms; 
and magnetism, with its relation to tho 
compass, tho telegraph, and the tele- 
phone. "We shall never accurately 
know," says the President of our own 
Geographical Society, "the laws of 
aerial and oceanic currents, unless wo 
know more about what takes place in 
the Arctic circle." 



Ravenous Tigers. 

Mr. EL G. Tunner, acting ngont to 
tho governor of Vizagapatam, writes to 
the chief secretary of the Madras gov- 
ernment, from Lothugedda, on tho 3rd 
of Juno as follows: "I have tho honor 
to report that the neighborhood of this 
village, together with the neighboring 
villages belonging to Gangaraz Mad- 
gole, arc infested with man-eating tigers 
to such :m extent as to render some 
special measures being taken for their 
destruction a matter of urgent impor- 
tance. During tho last four months 
upward of forty people have been killed 
in the vicinity of the police stations of 
Paderu, Nandapoor, Padawa, and Su- 
jankota. In the neighborhood where [ 
am now encamped, which is within 
the circle of the Lamsinghi police 
station, upward of thirty-live people 
have been killed within the past twelve 
months, and in both places there is a 
weekly recurrence of deaths from tho 
same cause. The panic that exists hero 
is terrible. People will not go out of 
their houses after dark. They are 
obliged to gather in large parties to go 
to market ; villages are descried; culti- 
vation is pursued under the greatest 
difficulty and in constant trepidation. 
This morning 1 was show n a descried 
village, abandoned on account of the 
tiger terror. 

"Recti' !y a man and his wife were 
plowing a field near this abandoned vil- 
lage, when a tiger attacked tho man in 
the middle of the day. He hit him with 
n bill-hook, and the lifer turned on the 
woman and carried her off before his 
eyes. On the same road I was shown a 
placo where the tiger carried off two 
men in one day. Yesterday I was 
shown a place where a tiger sprang up- 
on a constable, knocked him down, and 
mauled him so severely that he died the 
next day. This constable was one of 
the guard wdio were escorting about one 
hundred people home from market. 
Three days ago a village niunsif came 
to see me, with the story tiial the tiger 
got into his yard, in tho middle of the 
village, and seized his wife, and al- 
though he heat it off, the poor woman 
died tho next day. 

"I think it likely that this unprece- 
dented human slaughter may arise from 
an unusual dearth of lircarms in the 
country. It is clear to me that if some- 
thing is not done to slop theso ravages 
the country side will be sradually do- 
oootuaieu. i snoilld say that at least 
six villages have been abandoned quite 
recently from this cause, and this means 
that lands have fallen out of cultivation, 
that tho people try to live on jungle 
produce, and. failing in that, go oil' to 
the plains as laborers. It is not only 
the absolute danger to life that we have 
to think about, but likewise this disas- 
trous stopping of all agricultnial oper- 
ations. It is horrible to contemplate 
the fetdings of a. poor laborer going out 
for his day's work to a lield a few hun- 
dred yards from his house with the 
knowledge about him that there is an 
even chance of his being carried away 
from the side of his plow, and that his 
wife may lie seized when she is bringing 
him his midday meal. Yet this i.«, and 
must be, the attitude of mind of every 
man in this country w ho pursues the 
usually peaceful avocation id' the hus- 
bandman." — London Slandurd.
